ject has the height of a 15-story sky­ 
scraper, the hearer is face 
to 
face 
with the realization that one of 
the 
greatest engineering feats known to 
man is pinned to the lim estone bed 
of the Mississippi river at that point 
At the present time the public utility 
corporations of St. Louis. 175 miles 
south of Keokuk, are getting power 
over transmission lines that extend 
from the dam over a right of way 
IOO feet wide direct to the Mound City 
St. Louis contracted for 60 per cent 
of tho 200.000 electric horse power to 
be developed by the Keokuk genera­ 
tors. 
By the date of the formal opening 
of the dam, August 26, 27 aud 28, for 
which Keokuk has planned the big­ 
gest celebration ever held on the Mis­ 
sissippi, it is hoped to have the entire 
plant in operation. 
Thousands of mo­ 
tor boat enthusiasts will be there to 
swell the attendance, owing to the 
annual regatta of the Mississippi Val­ 
ley Power Boat association, which is 
fro be held at Keokuk in connection 
with the celebration. 
Military 
pa­ 
rades 
aud 
equipments, magnificent 
fireworks displays, and thousands of 
dollars’ worth of current consumed in 
the illumination of the power dam are 
only a few of the features planned. 
Men of national prominence 
have 
promised to attend, including the gov­ 
ernors of Iowa, Illinois and Missouri. 
Motor boat enthusiasts are looking 
forward to the regatta with great en­ 
thusiasm, for it means the initial trials 
on Lake Cooper, which, because of the 
construction of the dam and the con­ 
sequent holding back of the river, ex­ 
tends for 65 miles to the north, with a 
width that varies from 1^4 to 3H miles, 
and a depth at Keakuk of 50 feet. 
The course, now 2 l4 miles in length. 
later will be lengthened to 5 miles, 
with the racing boats in full view* of 
the stands from start to finish.

Natural Shelter Is Best Because It la 
Usually Formed by Trees and 
Bushes, Permitting Free 
Movement of Air. 


(By PROF. JOHN WILLARD BOLTE.) 
Chickens are probably 
less 
well 
able to stand the extremes of heat 
than any of our domestic animals, be­ 
cause they do not sweat to any great 
extent, hence 
are deprived of that 
safety valve that all of the domesti­ 
cated animals possess. 
It is undoubt­ 
edly true that the chicken’s comb and 
wattles serve to cool off its blood to 
a very marked degree, but even they 
will not avail in very hot weather 
and shade of some kind must be al­ 
ways available. 
This is especially true with baby 
chicks, as they cannot stand the di­ 
rect rays of the summer sun nearly 
as well as the other fowl can. Many 
chicks are victims of sunstroke or 
apoplexy every year, and it is usually 
the strongest and best dew eloped ones 
that are overcome. 
Natural shade is best of all because 
it is usually formed by trees and high 
bushes, sufficiently distant from the 
ground to permit free movement of 
air and the sun can get around to dis­ 
infect the ground at certain times. By 
all means have your hen coops, brood 
ers and colony coops located in the 
shade during the middle of the day 
If there is no shade available i’ 
the yard where the baby chicks run 
u will be necessary to provide some. 


A mighty good scnome is to buna a 
frame about two feet off the ground 
and cover it with four inches of sod 
or a foot of straw’, weighted down 
This heavy thick roof prevents the 
radiation of heat from its under sur­ 
face and is quite waterproof, thus 
having the advantage of boards or 
canvas. 
The 
ground 
under 
this 
shelter 
should be dry and dusty and the lit­ 
tle fellows will spend the long, hot 
noontime hours resting in the cool 
and dusting themselves. 
With the older chickens, the prob­ 
lem is fully as serious and shade musl 
be provided. 
This is sometimes dona 
by raising the floor of the hen housa 
a couple of feet above the ground, 
but this 
plan 
is 
objectionable 
be­ 
cause of its cost and the fact that the 
hens lay in this scratching compart­ 
ment and rats harbor there. 
An orchard forms the very beal 
location for the chicken park, as th* 
trees furnish shade and damaged OI 
decayed fruit, while the hens eat the 
tree insects and enrich the soil. 
Foi 
the backyard flock 
of hens, eithei 
sun-flowers or sw’eet corn will pn> 
vide plenty of shade if planted thickly 
and early. 
The hen house is usually of little 
value for shade within, because the 
roof is too low and the breeze cannot 
blow directly through. 
If cross ven 
tilation is provided and there is ac 
air space or straw loft under the roof 
little outside shade needs to be pro 
vided. 
Wherever possible, have th* 
house so located that there is roon 
for the chickens to get in the shade 01 
any side of it, out of doors.

The Visiting Trained Nu:se. 
What are the duties of a visiting 
nurse? is a question constantly being 
asked by persons interested in the 
actuates of the IVttis County Anti- 
Tuberculosis 
association, 
especially 
since they are arranging for a 
“ Flag Day,” September 6 . 
I will thus attempt to ans ver the 
question in this brief note. 
The first duty of the nurse is to 
call at each home where some person 
is afflicted with this dread disease, 
converse pleasantly with the family. 
give kindly advice in any wa;* possi­ 
ble to make the patient more comfort 
able. and a trained nurse knows a 
hundred little ways to arrange the 
pillows, make beds, prepare dainty 
food. etc., etc., that add so much to 
the comfort of the invalid, that an 
untrained person would never think 
of doing, no m atter how willing or 
anxious she might be. 
And while she 
is doing these things for the patient 
she is also teaching the patient and 


• I ii is family how* to protect the non-iu- 
fceted members of the family, as by 
having the patient hold a paper nap­ 
kin in front 
of 
his 
mouth 
while 
coughing, so the tiny particles of dis­ 
ease laden sputum will not fly over 
the room or onto the clothing of oilier 
persons: instructing them that it is 
absolutely necessary that all sputum
